What About The Promises That We Have Made?

‘Sick Man Of Europe' 


Eventually, all foreigners stranded in France 
by the strikes against the government will make 
their way out of chaos. 
They will carry with them an indelible im­ 
pression of a nation in trouble. The older ones 
may rem em ber when Turkey used to be called 
“ the sick man of Europe.”

Call The Dog 
An old tim er in the news business gets to 
wondering sometimes if dog days will happen 
again in his lifetime. 
He rem embers how news used to dry up 
with the shallow wells in the latter half of Au­ 
gust. Nature was in the sere of the leaf and 
the blade, and so was human nature. 
It was too late for summer and too early for 
fall. Congress had gone home and the Big Hush 
clasped the Land of Opportunity like a loving 
mother, smothering all its squeaks and squawks 
of anger and protest. 
But now— 
Greek islands torn apart by earthquakes . . . 
tornadoes in North Carolina . . . prisoner ex­ 
changes and more Communist treachery in Ko­ 
rea . . . insurrection in France . . . diplomatic 
friction between the United States and Britain 
over India . . . the New York Giants in a hor­ 
rible slump . . . schisms in the unions . . .

Greasing The Skids 
Since there has been so much attention paid 
to the butter subsidy that has left the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture with millions of pounds of 
this commodity which otherwise would 
not 
have been produced, it is only fair to mention 
another subsidy in the same category. 
When the government took inventory recent­ 
ly. it had enough cottonseed oil to make 571 
million pounds of m argarine and was under 
contract to purchase enough for another 20 mil­ 
lion pounds. 
This was substantially more of this commod­ 
ity than the total of government-held butter, 
which had been only 162 million pounds on 
June I. plus contracts to buy another 27*4 mil­ 
lion pounds. 
The government also held enormous quanti­ 
ties of peanuts and soybeans, which are used 
to make m argarine.

“FBI clearance” have come into 
usage; indignation has been voiced 
at the FBI's “failure to prosecute” 
alleged violators of the law; 
and 
numerous unsubstantiated rumors 
concerning investigative techniques 
employed by the FBI have been 
circulated 
An analysis of these misconcep­ 
tions shows that they spring, for 
the most part, from a misunder­ 
standing of the FB I’s responsibil­ 
ities and policies. 
As the investigative arm of the 
United States Department of Jus­ 
tice. the FBI is strictly a fact-find­ 
ing, fact-reporting agency. 


ITS JURISDICTION c n c o rn - 
passes both domestic intelligence 
and general investigative m atters; 
however, the FB I’s authority is 
carefully defined and limited 
by 
federal law 
As a 
fact-finding 
agency, 
the 
FBI 
confines 
i t s 
investigative 
activity to thoroughly and im par­ 
tially seeking the truth. 
Contrary to the opinion of many, 
it does not — by either deed or 
implication — assume the role of 
accuser, juror, prosecutor or judge 
in pursuing its official responsibil­ 
ities. 
The FBI finds the facts and re­ 
ports them to the appropriate fed­ 
eral officials. Under 
no circum ­ 
stances does it attempt to inter­ 
pret for such officials the results 
of its investigations. 
The FBI does not draw conclu­ 
sions it does not recommend pros­ 
ecutive action; nor does it opin- 
ionate its reports.

A Matter Of Water, Ease And Paupers

this is not a native of Vermont but was ' natural­ 
ized” from Europe. 


WITHIN the area covered by 
the much-discussed “ Loyalty P r o ­ 
gram ," the FBI each year con­ 
ducts thousands of investigations 
of employes, appointees and appli­ 
cants of agencies within the Ex­ 
ecutive Branch of the federal gov­ 
ernment. 
In these loyalty-tvpe investiga­ 
tions. the FBI's objective and its 
techniques are the same as in any 
other type of investigative m atter. 
It seeks the facts in a thorough, im­ 
partial manner, and it expeditious­ 
ly reports the facts to the appro­ 
priate federal agency. 
The FBI makes no recommen­ 
dations concerning the hiring or fir- 


WHENEVER the FBI hears of 
such 
instances, 
it 
immediately 
looks for the source of the delay. 
Time after time one of two an­ 
swers has been found. Either the 
FBI has received no request to 
investigate the individual, or t h e 
FBI has completed its investiga­ 
tion and sent its reports to the 
appropriate agency where t h e y 
J have received less expeditious at­ 
tention. 
All m atters referred to the FBI 
! are handled as promptly and ex­ 
peditiously as possible. The FBI 
does not tolerate unnecessary de­ 
lays by its employes; yet. it will not 
sacrifice thoroughness and accur­ 
acy for the sake of rapidly com­ 
pleting its investigations. 
Another area of widespread mis- 
! understanding lies in the jurisdic­ 
tional limitations of the FBI. 
Occasionally 
the 
victim 
of a 
crime is heard to complain, “The 
FBI has refused to do anything 
about my case ” Without excep­ 
tion. such statem ents are basically 
untrue. 


SINCE the jurisdiction of t h e 
FBI is restricted to some 130 fed­ 
eral investigative m atters, the FBI 
* may not, under any circumstances. 1 
conduct investigations of alleged 
J 
violations of municipal, county or . 
state laws. 
Whenever the FBI receives in­ 
formation 
alleging 
violations 
of 
such laws, the information or the 
complainant is promptly referred 
to the 
appropriate 
law enforce­ 
ment agency. 
The FBI does not “ refuse” to 
take action; it merely acts in ac­ 
cordance with its jurisdiction. 
Although the FBI is an entirely 
separate entity from other law en­ 
forcement agencies, it does render 
to local county and state police all 
cooperation which is consistent with 
its jurisdiction. 
For example, the FBI assists, 
upon request, in training programs 
of police departments. 
In the light 
of the 
foregoing 
facts, it is readily seen that the 
FBI does not “ refuse” to investi­ 
gate violations of the law. that it 
does not defer investigations or is­ 
sue "clearances.” 
Yet, from time to time, misun­ 
derstandings 
concerning 
m atters 
such 
as these have threatened to 
besmirch the reputation of the FBI 
in the minds of some American 
citizens. 


Urbanites turn the spigot and one 
of life’s essentials flows to them 
abundantly. Not one in a thousand 
has given serious thought to the 
sweat and genius that brought this 
modern m iracle about. Not unless 
he has sometime been deprived of 
water. 
Billions of barrels of clear, cool 
Seneca Lake water are within a 
few rods of our house. It filters 
through purifying sand, gravel and 
clay under the surface of 
t h e 
whole Point. 
No community on earth is more 
blessed with unlimited pure water. 
All we need to do is go and get it. 
The Indians scooped it in gourds; 
the pioneers lugged it in buckets; 
later the common pitcher pump, 
still the one surefire gadget; final­ 
ly the windmill. 
Electricity spread across the hills 
and now almost everybody gets 
water for house and cattle by open- j 
ing a faucet, just like their city 
cousins. 


ALL VERY lovely, until comes 
the inevitable mechanical let-down. 
Then you’d better know how to j 
dig out, for you’re on your own. 
We lately went through what we 
came to call “pump week.” Though 
extravagantly equipped with two 
wells, Seneca Lake and three elec­ 
tric pumps, all three went on sit- 
down strike during a single week. 
It looked like a frame-up. 
Water really hasn’t much to do 
with this epistle, except to edge 
up to other topics, and call a few 
things by their ight names. 
When we got water-stuck for just 
a few hours, great cries of depriva­ 
tion went up, and set me to think­ 
ing. “ Look what’s happened to a 
rugged people who opened this 
country with an ax. a harrow, a 
musket, and sublime faith in God 
—and them selves.” 
It’s too bad that more folks can’t 
have a fling at rural living, where j 
dwellers are frequently reminded 
that "God- helps those who help 
them selves.” And too bad that ad­ 
age isn’t our national motto, the 
way things have turned out. 
Every day more and more will- 
ing victims of easy living are be­ 
coming less self-reliant and more 
dependent upon others; more help­ 
less, less proud. 
It is a product of ease, coddling 
government 
a n d 
ism 
agencies 
which rarely think of welfare in 
term s of self-help and individual in­ 
dependence; the only genuine wel­ 
fare. 
It is the ‘ gimme era.” succes­ 
sor to the good old “help me" 
age. The responsible and thrifty 
dig themselves out, and have to 


dig out and bail out millions of 
shiftless, who once were known 
by another name, backcountry. 


PAUPERS THEY were. and pau­ 
pers they still are. ugly as the 
word may be. One may somehow 
leech enough to live on and still 
be a pauper. For a pauper is a 
dependent upon those not moral­ 
ly obligated to support him. 
That others are forced by tax 
legislation to support him. doesn’t 
change the basic status of t h e 
shameless a n d habitual ablebod­ 
ied work dodger. He’s as much a 
pauper today as he was publicly 
proclaimed to be 50 years ago. 
In my book, there’s a distinct 
connection between the ease 
in 
which we live and the mounting 
dependence of people on the pub­ 
lic funds. The healthy aborigine 
who was too lazy to walk to the 
water to drink was left to choke 
to death. 


Cruel maybe, yet it was the for­ 
mula which grew sturdy, self-re­ 
liant peoples, even our own race. 
One needn’t bore into the forest 
with bow and arrow to retreat to 
the stage of civilization when proud 
men lived by their wits, ambition 
and ingenuity. 
He need only set himself up on 
the outskirts of his lazy luxury, 
without know-how, tools, accommo­ 
dating neighbors or a handyman 
within sudden reach, to realize that 
somebody sacrifices, invests and j 
toils to bring him his accustomed 
ease on a silver platter. 
It does more than that for him. 
Whether it is water, food, medi­ 
cine or protection that he must 
figure out for himself, he emerges 
a more self-reliant, independent in­ 
dividual; more sure of himself— 
and more conscious of the nation's 
growing pauperism: 
Under a more polite name.

A terrible thought occurs: 
of these new 
arrivals will those who turn out to be lawyer* 
outnumber those who turn out to be clients! 
How many thousands of these newly born will 
wind up as quiz program addicts? 
What proportion will develop into prize contest 
fanatics and boxtop slogan writers? How m any 
will turn out to be bee keepers, bird watchers, 
"Constant Reader,” bill collectors, delinquent 
alimony payers, Lonely Hearts Club m em bers, 
early .victims of the American quick lunch, fan- 
mail addicts, irate bus operators, unfriendly 
bartenders, growers of mushroom at home and 
people who believe they can retire at 60 on 
$100 a week? 
The more you think of these census totals 
the more alarming they seem. 
The population must have romped well along 
toward 161.000.000 by this time, give or take a 
few obstetricians.

Witnesses Get Low Pay 
By George Beveridge 


One hundred sixty million people and August 
only half gone! It’s pretty depressing when you 
think of all the trouble even a couple of dozen 
can cause at times. 
We want more statistics from Washington. 
What percentage of those 160.000,000 spend 
long stretches of the day gazing into s t r e e t 
excavations, banging the 
telephone receiver 
impatiently, disputing parking tickets and trying 
to keep paper napkins on their knees at outdoor 
barbecues in a north wind0 
How many use a seven-passenger auto to go 
four blocks for one cigar? 
How many will write politicians asking for 
seats to the world series? 


One thing you can say about 
Capitol Hill investigating commit­ 
tees: they don’t waste money on 
witnesses. 
In fact. Congress gets downright 
stingy when it reaches out for 
witness-chair m aterial. It makes 
no difference whether the witness 
is subpoenaed or not. 
To be sure, the House and Sen­ 
ate give witnesses payment for 
their trouble. 
But, significantly, 
the payments are called “fees,” 
not “expenses.” And if the wit­ 
nesses can live on the payments 
here, they’ve found a way to beat 
ordinary 
hotel 
and 
restaurant 
prices. 
The wisest witnesses come well 
heeled. Those summoned by the 
Senate are the luckies, money- 
wise. They are allowed $9 a day 
(unless they are government em­ 
ployes, in which case they get 
nothing) pius seven cents a mile 
travel allowance 
The Senste tripled its witness 
payment just two years ago, m ag­ 
nanimously wiping out 
a 
long­ 
standing daily fee of $3. 
There is one complication for 
the man who is hard up. Wit­ 
nesses get their money by mail 
after they return home. 
Here s the way it works when 
a committee summons a witness 
from out of town: 
—He spends his own money on 
tickets. If he just doesn’t have the 
money, and that happens once in 
a while, the committee arranges 
to get a train or plane ticket to 
him.

Committee, then goes to the dis­ 
bursing office of the House or Sen­ 
ate. In most cases the disbursing 
offices figure the mileage allow­ 
ance. based on the "nearest route 
usually traveled by railroad.”

amount he gets it—as long as it 
figures under seven cents per mile. 
In the House, money for wit­ 
nesses comes from funds author­ 
ized by the House for specific in­ 
vestigations 
Without the special 
investigation authorizations, com­ 
mittees could draw on no money 
to pay witnesses. When Congress 
adjourned, 
however, 
only 
three 
house groups—Rules. House Ad­ 
ministration, 
and 
Banking 
and 
Currency—hadn’t obtained such in­ 
vestigation allowances. 
The Senate is a little different. 
Its committees also get most of 
their investigative money by spe­ 
cial resolution. But, in addition, 
each committee has $10,000 to start 
with, a sort of extra general-ex- 
pense kitty the House leaves out. 
On neither side of Capitol Hill 
do committees actually get the 
investigative money in hand. They 
merely get authorization to spend 
certain amounts from the House 
and Senate contingent funds. 
The only exception to this is Sen. 
McCarthy’s perm anent Senate in­ 
vestigating subcommittee. 
“Some witnesses are surprised 
that they get anything,” one com­ 
mittee aid said At times, he add­ 
ed, witnesses claim no fees. If they 
seek to testify, just to get their 
views on the record, they get no 
fees anyway. 
Occasionally, though, complaints 
do come in. included during the 
last session was a travel-allowance 
squawk from a former cabinet of­ 
ficer. 
And a veteran Senate commit­ 
tee clerk sadly recalled the plight 
of a group of moderate-income 
witnesses subpoenaed s e v e r a l 
years ago from St. Louis. 
“They must have thought they 
were going to get expenses,” he 
said. “Some even had th^ir wives 
along. When they heard about that 
13 a day, you should have heard 
i them !”

When a 
house is being built and there is 
a wet season during the construc­ 
tion, the lum ber swells. 
When the carpenters cut t h i s ! 
wood the lengths are sure to be a 
bit longer than they will be after 
the lum ber dries thoroughly. As a 
result, we have shrinkage. T h i s 
occurs in the heavy fram ing tim ­ 
bers, in the rough flooring and in 
the wall studs. 
After the plaster is applied and 
the lum ber starts to shrink, some­ 
thing has to give way, and it is 
usually the plaster. Most of the 
tim e this takes place in the joints; 
between ceiling and walls, between 
walls and floors and over doorways 
or other wall openings. These gaps 
in the plaster are unsightly and 
cen spoil the appearance of the 
m ost carefully decorated house. 
Quite often, cracks of this kind 
are repaired, only to appear again 
in a few months. At other times 
we run into what is technically 
known as a “working house,” or 
one which constantly moves a frac­ 
tion of an inch here and there, 
working up cracks continuously. 
The 
best 
remedy 
for 
cracks 
which appear between walls and 
ceilings in these cases is to install 
a band of wood, four to six inches 
wide, all around the top of the 
walls, and close up to the ceiling. 
This hides and covers the cracks 
perm anently and when properly 
painted to match the walls is not 
bad looking In place of the wide 
wood strip a heavy, cove molding 
can be used. 
Work of this kind is very sim­ 
ple as it involves only s t r a i g h t 
wood cutting and nailing. A n y 
home owner can box in the walls 
of the average room in about two 
hours. 


Hurricane Barbara 
Claims Second Life 
NORFOLK, Va. Ut) — Hurricane 
B arbara claimed a second life here 
Saturday—a day after it had roared 
past the Virginia coast. 
Joe Lane, 55, stepped out of his 
garbage truck to pick up a wire 
which had been knocked across the 
road by the hurricane winds. The 
wire turned out to be an electric 
power line and Lane was electro­ 
cuted. It was his first day on his 
new job with the Princess Anne 
County sanitation department. 
Norfolk’s first hurricane victim 
died on the day of the big blow, 
Friday, in similar fashion. Talbot 
Duffy Barrow, 42, a Norfolk county 
policeman, was killed when he 
cam e in contact with a high-tension 
wire while answering an emergen­ 
cy call.

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Steel Demands 
Appear Easing 


Bar Requests Drop; 
Scrap Prices Soften 


CLEVELAND UP — Two signs 
pointing to greater steel availa­ 
bility were noted today by Steel, 
the metalworking weekly. 
' Demand for hot-rolled carbon 
bars, one of the worst bottlenecks 
in steel supply, is easing off. 
Prices on steel scrap, a vital raw 
m aterial in steel production, were 
seen softening. 
Though 
scrap prices 
rose 
in 
July, some scrap brokers dropped 
their buying prices, expecting a 
lower consumer m arket in Sep­ 
tem ber, the weekly stated. It ad­ 
ded: 
“Ordinarily, there’s a strength­ 
ening of demand in autumn when 
scrap is laid in for the winter. For 
some months, mills have been able 
to keep well-fixed with scrap.” 
Easing of the m arket for hot- 
rolled carbon bars “well m ay her 
ald the return soon of a ready 
availability 
of 
most 
forms 
oil 
steel,” the magazine said. 
Hot-rolled bars, in short supply 
for almost three years, are 
the 
m ost 
universally used 
form 
of 
steel. Steel pointed out: 
“ Amost every end product made 
of steel contains some amount of 
a hot-rolled bar or its descendant, 
the cold-finished bar.” 
But the reduced pressure “ must 
not be interpreted as a falling 
apart of the bar m arket.” 
The magazine said a m ajority of 
consumers still indicate they want 
their full mill quotas of hot-rolled 
bars for the fourth quarter. 
It reported steel output declined 
slightly during the week ended 
Aug. 15, largely because of repairs 
to furnaces. Output declined 0.5 
point from the preceding week, 
bringing production to 96 per cent 
of rated capacity. 


Ohio Legion Urges 
U.S. Quit U.N. Seat 
COLUMBUS, Ohio WV-The Ohio 
American Legion yesterday voted 
to ask the United States to with­ 
draw from the United Nations. 
A 35-man executive committee 
passed a resolution offered by the 
North Canton post urging w i t h- 
drawal so the United States could 
again become "a respected power­ 
ful nation, unentangled in a help­ 
less . . . world government, where 
in several associates desire to ex­ 
ploit American economy for their 
own good.” 
The resolution will be presented 
before the Legion’s national con­ 
vention in St. 'Louis Aug. 31. 
The committee also passed reso­ 
lutions calling for an objective 
teaching of M arxist Socialism in 
Ohio’s public high schools and crit­ 
icizing the use of textbooks spon­ 
sored by world organizations such 
as the United Nations Educational 
Scientific and Cultural Organiza­ 
tion (UNESCO).

THIS SOLIDLY BUILT house, with its huge chimney, has long 
ago passed into history but its memory, as the birthplace of 
Thomas Jefferson, still rem ains. The story is that Jefferson’s father, 
Col. Peter Jefferson, owned a 1,000-acre farm , called Shadwell, 
on the north bank of the Rivanna, a little above its junction with 
the Jam es River, near the then tiny village of Charlottesville. He 
couldn’t find a spot he liked, upon which to build his house, so 
he persuaded a friendly neighbor to sell him 400 acres adjoining 
as a home site. The price paid, according to an old deed, was 
“Henry Weather bourn’s biggest bowl of Arrack punch.” The colonel 
now had 1,400 acres and, in 1737, built the house in which Thomas 
was born. Thomas inherited the house but, while he was absent 
in 1770, it burned to the ground and, with it, every precious book 
and document in his valuable library.
